As Washin 
was deaf ami not hearing the com- 
mand, he held on and was crushed 
beneath the weight, of the plate, 
which weighed 800 or &00 pounds. 
The claim is set up (hat the company 
negligent and careless through 
'reman in not warn in;; Washing- 
ton by some kind of a gesture, K. K. 
Corwin is plaintiff's attorney. 

If it can be shown that the facts 
bated above are true, there 
indications that the suit will be 
successful. The family of Washing- 
ton is in humble circumstance^, ami 
hardly able to carry the case thro 
the several courts which it will likely 
should th* 1 decision of the first 
be either for or against the case.
